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Protect Your 
Family Records 
Ere It's Too Late 


Once in a while we hear stories of 
genealogical ignorance and _ stupidity 
that makes us shed real tears of sorrow. 
It makes us understand a little better 
why a sweet, little aged woman in Flor- 
ida sends us her family data that she 
has compiled ready for publication and 
asks us to place in our Genealogical Li- 
brary for safe-keeping lest it fall into 
hands of those who don’t know the 
value and the effort that has gone into 
years of research activities. 

It isn’t often that all members of a 


family are equally enthusiastic about re- 


search activities. More often it happens 
that only one possesses that enthusiasm. 
If such a situation is yours, what is 
going to happen to all the records you 
have gathered over the years? Wouldn’t 
it be better to entrust them in the care 
of a librarian or some individual who 
knows their value? 

We are led to these thoughts by re- 
reading a 'etter received some time ago 
from a Pennsylvania genealogist. This is 
what he says: 

“A friend of mine of some forty years 
experience in the genealogical research 
field died some months ago. I had known 
him for only ten years. Because we were 
working on the same family lines we 
agreed to avoid duplication of effort— 
he working on one branch—I on the 
others. I sent him all material I could 
get on his branch. Because he was con- 
siderably more advanced in years than 
I, it was agreed that he would pass over 
to me all his records when he felt un- 
able to continue the work. 

“But, alas, my good friend failed to 
indicate in writing that in case he should 
die the valuable records should be trans- 
ferred to me. And so he died! His bro- 
ther had no interest in the work. My 
friend had no immediate family except 
a nephew, who settled the estate. He 
had to dispose of my friend’s home and 
its contents. Most valuable of his be- 
longings were the genealogical compila- 
tions to which he had devoted fifty years 
of scholarly work. But the nephew and 
his family had neither knowledge of 
nor interest in the wealth of genealogical 
records stored in the house. The house 
was cleared ‘out. It contents were dis- 
posed of at an auction. The papers were 
burnt. The property sold. 

“I know the value of the literally 
thousands of letters, charts, clippings, 
notes, photostats, and records devoured 
by the flames. A portion of it was the 
record I had helped develop. Now all 
is lost! 

“Those in the field today I would 
simply ask, ‘How will YOUR records be 
disposed of after you are gone?”

But, it is also true, often names and 
dates are the only items recorded in 
family records. There is not room on the 
fly leaves of the Bible to write the in- 
teresting facts of life that make an an- 
cestor really live after he has departed. 
Your Family Has Story 

If you would have a family pride and 
know from whence you came, and the 
heritage that is yours, get out your 
sicle and start reaping in the harvest 
fields of history for the story of your 
own family. They were people who did 
things, and they left more records than 
you can dream of. Possibly they were not 
the great men of history, but they were 
religious people who believed in having 
the Lord’s blessings pronounced on their 
offspring in the church of their choice. 
Maybe they were thoughtful enough to 
make a will to give their ten dollar’s 
worth of belongings to their family. It 
may be they were hailed into court for 
some offense. They may have owned 
property, or left some other mark be- 
hind them. There may be old timers 
still living who have some memory of 
your family and its history, or your 
stories may be interwoven with deeds of 
other families. 

Lights To Guide Us 

Some place there is a record of your 
family, and now while the world is mak- 
ing history, and the records of the world 
are still available, and while the “field 


is ripe already~to harvest,” this is a 
good time to gather your family! 
In organizing the world, the Lord 


caused “the lights in the firmament to 
appear ... to give light to the earth.” 
And what a blessing the sun, the moon 
and stars are! They make it possible to 
see where we are going and what we are 
doing, and add eyes to what might other- 
wise be almost a sightless world. 

There are genealogical lights to guide 
us, too. No longer is it necessary to 
grope about in the darkness in search 
of our ancestry, for today the genealogi- 
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cal sources are almost as numerous as 
the stars. Genealogical interest is so 
widespread that it has turned the hearts 


of living persons in all countries to their 
forefathers. Hundreds of societies, form- 
ed for the precise purpose of preparing 
pedigrees on a wholesale scale, have been 
organized in this and other lands. 
Everybody Is Interested 

Private individuals, literally by the mil- 
lions, are engaged in a constant search 
for the records of their ancestors. Patri- 
otic and hereditary societies have been 
formed by the score, in which eligibility 
for membership is based upon descent 
from some honored statesman, soldier or 
pioneer. 

There are hundreds of genealogical 
magazines in publication in various na- 
tions, and newspapers of wide circula- 
tion run genealogical columns. Large li- 
braries have been established in all na- 
tions, devoted almost exclusively to gen- 
ealogical material and family history. 
Many thousands of volumes of such data 
have been published in the recent past, 
and so great has been the popular de- 
mand for this kind of printed matter, 
that free public libraries in many cities 
in the United States have found it nec- 
essary to establish genealogical depart- 
ments, in many cases with trained gen- 
ealogists in charge. 

Nations Provide Archives 

In England, France, Sweden, Denmark, 
Norway and various other nations, gov- 
ernments have required preservation of 
genealogical data, and have set up ar- 
chives for this purpose. Great libraries 
have thus been assembled, containing 
millions of volumes of ancestral informa- 
tion. 

It doesn’t always take a library to do 
genealogical research, although the li- 
brary will give you help that you can 
get in no other way. But you can do 
genealogy right in your own home and 
at little cost. Somebody, someplace, has 
the information you want, and a little 
advertising by letter will bring you re- 
sults. 

The more genealogy I do, the more 
I am convinced that my best and easiest 
records have come from postage stamps. 
It takes only a few minutes to write 
a letter to someone—and three cents is 
a small price to pay for a new grand- 
father, a family group, or even complete 
records! It is surprising how much more 
important your letter look with an air- 
mail stamp—and it comes back twice as 
fast. 

Aids Provided 

If you are looking for someone to 
write to, the HANDY BOOK, THE GEN- 
EALOGICAL HELPER and HANDBOOK 
OF AMERICAN GENEALOGY contain 
the names of thousands of genealogists, 
professional and amateur, who will offer 
you help. Select names from these books, 
the daily newspapers, current magazines, 
radio, telephone directories from various 
towns, or any source you find it. A 
little “home work” will produce good 
results.

Several years ago, when we lived 
down on the big farm, our hired man 
came rushing in late one morning. He, 
rather embarassed, told me that just 
as he got to our gate a large black 
cat ran across the road.in front of 
him. So he had to turn around and go 
back around the four mile section to 
avoid the bad luck he was sure would 
overtake him if he crossed the path of 
a black cat. A few weeks ago I saw 
him and thought I would joke with 
him. I said, “Do you still go around 
a four mile section to keep a black 
cat from crossing your path?” He flush- 
ed and said, “No,” but his mother stand- 
ing beside him spoke up and said. “I 
don’t cross no path made by no black 
cat. No, sir, not me!” 

Fear Stalked Trails 

Is it any wonder the whisper of super- 
stitution still clings to us? Every move- 
ment of our ancestors was hampered 
by their many fears. They closed their 
and windows were shut 


tight lest the night air creep in and 
poison all. They walked by day with 
circumspection and_ suspicion. They

PRETORIA, Saturday.—South African 
families venerate their ancestors, Mr. 
George Everton, editor and publisher of 
the “Genealogical Helper,” and “The 
Handy Book for Genealogists,” told me 
to-day. 


Mr. Everton and his wife are visiting 
Pretoria from the United States to put 
South Africa into their publications. 


Veneration for ancestors in this coun- 
try was evident in the way that children 
were constantly named after their grand- 
parents and parents. 


The first son was named after grand- 
father on his mother’s side, the second 
son after his grandfather on his father’s 
side and the third son after his father. 


The same procedure was applied to the 
naming of daughters on the female side 
of the family. 


“This has been the rule for many gen- 
erations, and is still practiced by families 
descended from the Boers,” he said. 


The Evertons are making an attempt 
to index old government gazettes which 
started in 1800. 


In his research, he: has been surprised 
to find the many well preserved records 
from the first settlement at the tip of 
supposedly darkest Africa. 


He attributes this to the fact that 
houses were built of stone instead of 
wood, thus eliminating the fire hazard. 


from centuries past. 

Of all those superstitions the one most 
familiar is witchcraft. Almost equaling 
it is one form of superstitution prac- 
ticed in Old Virginia, that is, perhaps, 
not so well known. It was the famous 
trial called “Ordeal of Touch”, or “Bier 
Tests.” Such a trial required those ac- 
cused of murder to appear before twelve 
witnesses and stand before a table upon 
which was placed the dead body of the 
victim. The accused was required to 
stand close to the corpse. If no change 
occurred, he was required to stroke the 
body. If the body turned red, he was 
judged guilty. If no change occured 
the accused was proclaimed innocent. 

Case Tried 
A case like this was tried in Accomac, 


Virginia, on March 1, 1679. Among the 
jurors were my ninth great’ grand- 
mother, Mrs. Elinor Calvert, and her 


daughter, my eighth great grandmother, 
Mrs. Mary Sipple, who was then just 
twenty-three years of age. 

The accused was one Paul Carter and 
his wife, Sarah. They were charged with 
the murder of the bastard child of 
Mary, daughter of one Sarah Carter. 
The twelve witnesses wrote: “We the 
subscribers being sworn to view ye body 
of dead bastard child confest by Mary, 
the daughter of Sarah Carter to be 
born of her body, which said childe we 


caused to be taken out of the ground 
in the ground where it was very shal- 
low put in. then we caused Sarah, the 
wife of Paul Carter, and mother of 
Mary, to touch, handle and stroke ye 


childe, in which time we saw no alter- 
ation in the body of said childe; after- 
wards we called for Paul Carter to 
touch ye said childe and immediately 
while he was stroking said childe the 
black and sotted places about the body 
of ye childe grew fresh and red so 
that the blud was redy to come through 
the skin of the childe. We also observed 
the countenance of said Paul Carter to 
alter very much in paleness; the childe 
also appearing to us to be very much 
neglected in severall respects as to the 
preservation of such an infant we doe 
declare, or conclude if ye said childe 
had any violence it was done by the 
throat, which was very much black and 
continued so, though other places which 
were black altered to red and fresh 
colored, to which we subscribe our hands 
the first day of March 1679.” Paul Cart- 
er was found guilty. 

Witchcrafts, hexes, bier tests and such 
are superstitutions of the past. Black 
cats, ladders, broken mirrors etc., as 
symbols of superstitions, are mostly 
scoffed at today. The black cloak that 
shrouded the minds as well as _ the 
bodies of our ancestors has disappeared. 
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Utah May Become Reading And Practice Will 
Make Better Genealogists 


Research Center 


Adoption of the use of microfilm mach- 
ines by the Genealogical Society of Utah 
about fourteen years ago has revolution- 
ized research procedures, according to 
Archibald F. Bennett, secretary of the 
society. The organization now has more 
than 100 microfilm reading machines in 
its research department on the third 
floor of the large genealogical building 
at 80 North Main Street, Salt Lake City, 
Utah. It is reported that 28 photograph- 
ing machines are kept busy in far-flung 
parts of the world to microfilm records. 

One relatively small roll of microfilm 
pages replaces five average-sized books. 
The use of microfilm also enables re- 
searchers in Salt Lake City to peruse 
records from all parts of the world. This 
would be impossible if access to the or- 
iginal records were necessary. 

The 92,511 rolls of microfilm the so- 
ciety has at its Salt Lake City headquar- 
ters is equivalent to 135,370,800 pages. In 
addition the organization has nearly 
50,000 volumes of books and records on 
hand. 

In contrast, Mr. Bennett recalls, the 
founders of the society at its organiza- 
tion on Nov. 13, 1894 had perhaps less 
than a 100 volumes. At that time the 
organization occupied an average sized 
room in which one man served as librar- 
ian and researcher. Today the Genea- 
logical Society has the largest staff of 
any organization within the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, which 
sponsors its activities. 

The man who has been in charge of 
filming more than 40,000,000 pages of 
genealogical records in Sweden and Fin- 
land recently visited the society head- 
quarters in Salt Lake City. En route to 
San Francisco on a business trip, he 
spent a day in Utah. 

Eric Wastberg of Stockholm, Sweden, 
famed newspaperman, columnist and pre- 
sident of Aktiebolaget Rekolid, the firm 
contracted to microfilm for the Church 
the Finnish records, discussed with the 
Genealogical Society officers the filming 
work in those two counties. 
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Both brickbats and bouquets have ar- 
rived at “our desk in condemnation or 
approval of the September article, “Re- 


searchers Given Severe Reprimand.” The 
brickbats were perhaps softly padded to 
prevent permanent disfigurement, Let 
it be said at once that the article was 
not written with malicious intent. Jeal- 
ous of the reputation of all genealogical 
researchers everywhere, we want them 
to conduct themselves just right, so that 
no criticism may come their way. In all 
situations we want them to “Do unto 
others as you would have others do to 
you.” 
Experience Needed 

The kindly, considerate head of the 
Genealogical Forum in Portland, Ore- 
gon, Mrs. William Irvine, recognizes the 
presence of a problem. She feels, how- 
ever, that “a suggestion for a cure is 
much more in order than the mere 
calling of names.” She surveys the sit- 
uation in this manner: “There is a wave 
of popularity in the field of genealogy. 
For many reasons that is a very fine 
thing. If it brings nothing more to the 
individual than a closer study of his fam- 
ily and country, it is worthwhile. But 
among what group of people is this pop- 
ularity manifest? The college professors, 
who already have a background of re- 
search training? No, it is among the 
housewives and business men, many of 
whom have not stepped inside a library 
for many, many years and certainly lack 
any sort of training in research proces- 
ses. Consequently these people turn to 
the easiest-to-understand method of col- 
lecting material — the exchange with 
other genealogists. Perhaps many times 
they expect more than they give. 

“What is the cure?” asks Mrs. Irvine. 
“Perhaps pointing out to these amateur 
researchers the need for some basic 
training—the need for a certain amount 
of basic knowledge which they must ob- 
tain. A woman can become a good cook 
through two methods: by trial and error 
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over a long period of years or by tak- 
ing a training course, or reading books 
concerning the fundamentals of cookery 
and putting the principles into practice. 
The latter method will take much less 
time. 

Should Read Books 

“So with the genealogical researcher,” 
emphasizes Mrs. Irvine. “It will take less 
time to learn the ropes by getting copies 
of a few books on “how to search” and 
reading them, putting into practice the 
hints given, and then re-reading them 
over and again.” 

Repetition, now as always, is one of 
the best pedagogical methods of learn- 
ing. 

“I might add,” observes Mrs. Irvine, 
“that it is my personal opinion, that of 
all fields covered by genealogical books, 
the field of “how to do it” is the least 
adequately covered. Any addition in this 
field would be a welcome help. Just for 
instance: Most of the “how to search” 
books assume the reader is adept in li- 
brary processes. Yet, how many of the 
first hundred people you pass on the 
streets will know how to locate books and 
data in a library? And library material 
is one of the most valuable fields in gen- 
ealogical research. 

“I am not criticizing any existing book 
I am just pointing out that there is need 
for more of them. I keep on my desk 
and use constantly, Doane’s, “Searching 
for Your Ancestors,” Stevenson’s “Search 
and Research,” Bennett’s “A Guide for 
Genealogical Research,” and, of course, 
“The Handy Book for Genealogists.” 

No Appreciation 

One Kentucky researcher who has giv- 
en others a lot of “free rides” said that 
every word of the article was true. Af- 
ter she had sent one of her patrons a 
lot of data and had traveled a long dis- 
tance to get more for him, he rescind- 
ed his order and notified her that he 
would conduct his own research.

“He didn’t even thank me for the 
data I had already sent him,” she writes, 
“or pay me for the many hours I put 
on it. However, I’m glad all are not like 
that. I have made many friends over 
the country doing research work for 
them. Thanks for your part in finding 
these fine people.” 

A highly successful Pennsylvania re- 
searcher comments, “I am still very 
much interested in genealogy and wish 
to continue to receive the Genealogical 
Helper. Still I have had some disappoint- 
ing experiences with those who have 
failed to send postage, or even acknow- 
ledge help sent. I gather that others 
have this same experience. Under the 
circumstances, I try to keep in mind 
those who have been most appreciative, 
and hope that the others also have been 
grateful, albeit careless about expressing 
their appreciation.” 

Jealous of Reputation 

A midwest amateur researcher wrote 
how he had spent several days tracing 
a European family, copied several 
pages of genealogical data, including 
some historical sketches, for all of which 
he had traveled more than fifty miles 
in his automobile. He knows the person 
who asked for the help has received all 
the data sent, but thus far he has re- 
ceived not even a feeble, “Thanks.” He 


Oregon Land Claims 

The Genealogy Bulletin of the Genea- 
logical Forum of Portland, Oregon, is 
currently publishing an index to the Ore- 
gon Donation Land Claims. This was a 
donation land grant by the United States 
Government to settlers of Oregon Terri- 
tory who arrived there before December 
1, 1853, one hundred years ago. This is 
a valuable source of genealogical infor- 
mation concerning early Oregon settlers. 

The land claim files in the National 
Archives, Washington 25, D. C., contain 
evidence as to the right to the claim, 
including proof of migration to Oregon, 
birth in the United States or citizenship 
and marriage status.

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Family tradition indicates that James 
Appleton was an adopted child who did 
not know the names of his real parents. 
He is said to have told his son that he 
ran away from home, (i.e., the home of 
his foster parents) and came west with 
the Hudson Bay Company when he was 


a young man. I have established from 
census data that James Appleton mar- 
ried Mahala Susie Pyburn, date un- 
known, and that they were living near 
Grants Pass, Oregon in 1860 and 1870. 
The 1860 census sheet clearly indicates 
the enumerator understood James Apple- 
ton was born in Canada. The 1870 cen- 
sus sheet is not legible where the place 
of birth is indicated but two archivists 
have told me they feel the word in ques- 
tion is very probably Missouri. However, 
family tradition states his place of birth 
was very definitely either Canada or 
Minnesota. I have corresponded with the 
County Clerk of Josephine County where 
Grants Pass is located and have been 
informed there is no record there of 
a petition for citizenship for this in- 
dividual. Josephine County Court records 
showed that he had received two plots of 
ground under Patents issued by the Unit- 
ed States of America, one 80 acre plot 
which was dated June 20, 1872, and the 
other a 40 acre plot dated October 20, 
1864. The County Clerk also sent the 
logal description of the land to me. I for- 
warded the dates and land descriptions 
to the National Archives in Washington, 
D. C., hoping they would be able to 
furnish some information pertaining to 
James Appleton’s background as I 
thought it might be possible he would 
have had to indicate something of his 
personal history when applying for land 
from the United States of America. Thus 
far I have not received a reply from the 
National Archives. The only other infor- 
mation I have about James Appleton is 
taken from a newspaper article which 
states he died previous to 1880 when he 
was crushed to death by a freight wa- 
gon he was driving between Jacksonville, 
Cregon, and Crescent City, California. 

Do you suppose that the Hudson Bay 
Company records would have any infor- 
mation about James Appleton if he act- 
ually did work for the company? If so 
would it be possible for me to write to 
an individual who would be able to tell 
me the information that I desire. 

“Canada or Minnesota” is such an in- 
definite description of his place of birth 
that I have despaired of finding infor- 
mation about him through census data. 
In view of the fact that he was an or- 
phan, or at least is said to have been 
an orphan, and apparently did not know 
the names of his parents, I am partic- 
ularly perplexed. I do not know where 
he picked up the name “Appleton” but 
he is said to have admired someone 
named Appleton (perhaps his foster par- 
ents), and used the name when he came 
to Oregon.
